OFTEN ARRESTED AS A SPY 


Writer for ‘London Paper. Sends 
Word He Spends Most of His 
Time in Jall. 


Special Cable to THE New YorE Times 

LONDON, - Aug. 15.—The following 
extracts from a private letter re- 
ceived from an English correspondent 
with the Belgian forces give an idea 
of the difficulties of war correspon- 
dents under modern conditions: 

“T am having a —-- of a time with 
these military blighters here. Most 
of my’ afternoons and evenings are 
spent in jail. I have @ pass from 


the Belgian War Office with my 
photograph attached and counter- 
signed by the General Staff, but the 
trouble ‘is that no one will apparently 
recognize it. It is a pure bluff, and 
not worth the paper it is written on. 

“Also the peasants who are too 
infirm to go to the front and the 
youngsters of every village through- 
out Belgium have turned themselves 
into a police force. If. you try'to go 
anywhere outside of Brussels in an 
automobile you are held up, searched, 
and asked to show your papers every 
half-mile. 

“Yesterday two Belgian journalists 
and myself went to Namur and 'Di- 
nant,-a journey of about eighty 
miles, hoping to discover the’ where- 
abouts of friends. I kept a record 
and found wé were mopped fifty-two 
times. 

* On reaching. Namur on our way 
back, despite our official papers; we 
were arrested as spies and dragged 
off by a band of ferocious soldiers 
to the military headquarters, followed 
by a savage mob, anxious to lyneh 
us. We were kept there tor some 
time before: being released. 

‘“When we got to'the office of the 
Commandant, we found The’ London 
Times man already there, a prisoner. 

“The most dangerous part of. the 
game is that, the. average peasant, 
armed with a rusty blunderbuss, who 
harries one @long the roads in the 
country, cannot even read; and of- 
ficial papers mean nothing to him. 

‘For them’ everybody not wearing 
the Belgian uniform is a German spy. 

‘Some Belgian officers are little 
better than these ignorant “peasants. 
Let me give you an example: -Yes- 


to Brussels threé’ officers, members 
of ‘the Flying .Corps, asked «for. a Hft 
as far as the aerodrome. Anxious to 
oblige, I consefited, and drove them 
right inside“ the ground where the 
eroplanes are kept. Once there, they 
rewarded our kindness by denouncing 
us as spies and ordering our arrest 
by soldiers. 

“This will give you some idea of 
the difficulties, encountered in . at- 
tempting to get anywhere near where 
things are happening. I do not an- 
ticipate ever getting anywhere within

Two mighty forces have been utilized 
by the Russian authorities to stimu- 
late zeal for here oa aa fervor and 
racial solidarity. 

The entire priesthood of the coun- 

try, acting under orders from the Holy 
hdc in St. Petersburg, is encourag- 
ing the war spirit, and Russian peas- 
atits are very largely under the influ- 
ence of their spiritual advisers. In 
this way the masses of the people, and 
through them the common soldiers of 
the Czar’s army, are. gained as eager 
supporters of the war against Ger- 
‘many, which is now held up to execra- 
tion as the sworn foe of the Orthodox 
Church, 

The Pan-Slavonic ideal appeals 
more to the middle and. better. edu- 
cated classes and is equally potent 
in stirring .their racial f and 
inspiring them with a high sense of 
the purpose of the war. 

Every body, of marching Russian 
troops is preceded by a priest of the 
Orthodox Church who, with flowing 
beard and’ long black garment, is 3 
striking figure.

‘REPULSE 400,000 AUSTRIANS. 


Servians Claim Victory - Over Big 
Attacking ‘Force. 

LONDON, Aug. 15.—A dispatch to 
the Reuter Telegram Company from 
Nish, Servid, says that after incessant 
bombardment. along the entire fron- 
tier line. of the Rivers Save and Dan- 
ube, the Austrians, have ~ an 
entry. into Sabac on the Save, thirty- 
seven miles -weef.of Belgrade, and 
into Losnitza, on the River Drina. 

The Austrians renewed their at- 
‘tempt to cross the Danube at Bel- 
grade and’ other points, but were 
repulsed, 

Another dispaten to. the Reuter 
Telegram Company: from Nish, sent 
by way of Athens, gives the Servian 
official account of the fighting. 

“Four “hundred thousand Aus- 
trians,” gays the War Office, “at- 
tacked the Servians. last night, 
(Wednesday.) A’ fierce battle ex- 
tende@ all along the -line. Finally 
the Austriais .were - repulsed, with 
héavy ‘eisualties towards Tekia, on 
the Rumanian frontier, and also’ re- 
pulsed from Belgrade, where they 
had attempted to cross the Danube, 
but; through ‘numerical superiority the 
enemy ~ succeeded in ‘crossing. the 
Save.”’ 

The Servians are concentrating for 
a big engagement. The chief of the 
Servian General Staff regards the fall 
of Sabac of no serious importance. 

The correspondent of the Exchange 
Télegraph Company at Nish, describ- 
ing.the same fighting, says that 400,- 
000 Austrians made a concerted’ at- 
tack along the frontier, but were 
repulsed with heavy casualties.

LONDON, Aug. 15.—a Daily Times 
dispatch from Nish, Servia, dated 
Thursday, says: 

“Yesterday morning along the 
whole-.Servian frontier, from Obre- 
novac to Belgrade Bridge, a distance 
of =thirty. kilometers, there was an 
artillery duel lasting two hours. 

“ After a short time the bombard- 
ment of Beigrade at long distance 
was resumed and again at midnight; 
continuing the whole night, with con- 
siderable’ damage to property and 
destruction of merchandise.”

GERMAN BIRTH RATE FALLS. 


Antagonism Between State and in- 
dividual .is Blamed: 

The Berlin correspondent. of The Med- 
teal Record writes that of all medical 
questions none has aroused so much 
interést: in Germany within the past 
few years as the diminution in thé 
birth rate: The présent status of thig 
subject was set forth in an address by 
Dr. Krohné before the German Public 
Health Society, . The maxitium' birth 
Tate was. attained in 1876 when it 
© reached 40.9. per thousand! The rate 
Sank steadily from that. time until it 
¢ | Feached 28.2 per thousand in 1912. ‘The 
decrease Was most marked tn the cities, 
but ‘within recent years it tas been also 
quite pronounced in the ‘country, Such 
a@ rapid diminution in the birth rate has

*t ‘The “conference between the Presi- 
dent and Treasury officials and lead- 
ing men of business is: full of promise 
of whatever may be expected from co~ 
operation instead of antagonism. It 


President signed the Currency . bill 
‘with his memorable declaration that 
it was the organization of the new 
peace as the basis of a new prosperity. 
In that spirit, arid stil! In the Presi- 
dent’s words, the present situation 
should be worked out “along lines of 
accommodation.” The men of different 
ideas should. get together; and con- 
sider..what:.{s. good for. the country; 
rather’ than what is good ‘for any 
special interest. 

They were men of itiatenide who ad- 
vised with the country’s administra- 
tors, and they gave sober advice to 
the men who had been’ prosecuting 
instead of consulting with some of 
them. Their counsel also differs from 
that obtainable with some degree of 
superabundance. atthe political end. of 
the avenue opposite the White House. 
The contrast between the two lines 
of thought is striking; for the legis- 
lative department is thinking of al- 
most nothing of what occupied the at- 
tention of .the Treasury conference.

All commerce. could 
be cleared by book ¢redits and debits, 
as it was In the days of the ‘old Vene- 
tian bankers. Coins then were so de- 
based that. their value was unreliable, 
and merchants’ accounts were kept in 
an ideal coin of the bankers. It never 
passed from hand. to hand at all, but 
was. transferred from one to another 
by book entries. 

The world is larger now, and its 
commerce is perhaps too complex to 
allow of any hope of restoration: of 
that ancient ideal.’ Yet there was a 
hint of reversion in. the proposal.of the 
National City Bank to match the 
debits and credits of those who ‘could 
not otherwise get together, and could 
not transport the gold. which . one 
wished’ to pay as much ‘as ‘the other

Two. of the Highwaymen. Killed ni 
Duel with .Deputies—Several 
Are Dead.

‘ROANOKE, Va., Aug, 15.—Two of the 


“ _| bloodiest battles in the history of Mingo 


County ‘were fought this afternoon near 
War Eagle. between a posse of county 
officers: and. detectives and three 
bandits, who yesterday killed two pay- 
masters of .the Glen. Alum 'Fuel Com- 
pany. and: the Postmaster of Glen Alum 
and made away with $15,000. 

The result of the afternoon fighting 
is six:-dead:° Stanford Hatfield and 
Deputy Sheriff Mounts, Detective W. 8. 
Butwell, EB. L, Epling, and two bandits. 

It ‘is reported that late tonight’ the 
posse of Deputy Sheriffs and mine de- 
teotives became divided: and fired at 
each other by mistake, . killing six or 
Tf this’ is 
correct, the mortalities to date ‘ntimber 
about. fourteen. 

Information received have tonight at 
headquarters of the detective agency in 
charge of the man hunt says the three 
men who committed -the triple murder 
and stole the money have been identi- 
fied as. natives of Mingo County. They 
are Byrd and\ John ‘Elsewich, brothers, 
and Horace Claytor. It is not known 
which of the three’ men have been 
killed, but two.are dead. 

The first battle was fought early this 
afternoon, and in this the fugitives 
drew first blood, killing the two of- 
ficers. . Following this the outlaws beat 
@ retreat, but were pursued, and when 
they were overtaken the posse found 
them secreted in: a mountain cave.
